Sections of the rail fences sometimes can be found in rural 
areas on older farms They usually present a pretty scene, 
the wood having aged and weathered to a dark color, with 
the natural surroundings in the background 
Wire was first used for fencing in the 1800s Wire was manu 
factored prior to this, but it was not used for fencing because 
it was expensive. 
Blain wire fences in England date back to 1840 
Barbed wire—hated in the old west—was put into use in 
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the late 1800's. The first patent on this type of wire was 
granted in 1807. It was not until 1874 that the first practical 
machine was built for its manufacture 
The use of barbed wire by homesteaders settling the west 
was disliked by ranchers because it did away with the open 
range and limited the area where cattle could freely graze 
The cattlemen were accustomed to territory where one could 
ride miles and miles without any man-made barrier, and to 
them fences were an “eyesore” such as the billboards of 
today. When they said ‘ Don't fence m e in” , they weren't 
kidding. 
Barbed wire consists of two strands of wire wound to­ 
gether with sharp points spaced from three to six inches 
apart. 
The barbs are interwined with the fencing and have two or 
four points It is primarily used in keep livestock in a given 
area, although it is used a great deal in warfare, uncoiled 
loosely on the ground or stretched along a line to hold back 
charges of the enemy. 


NOT ALL WIKE fence is as practical or as brutal as barbed 
wire 
Some is woven into ornamental design, and about IO years 
ago was very popular in many neighborhoods. 
Nowadays wooden fences seem to be the vogue Some rural 
homes even have variations on the split rail fences of pioneer 
days. 
Fancy hedge fencing is pretty, but mighty hard to care 
for During the summer, they have to be trimmed weekly, 
and if they are sheared into various designs, the chore 
sometimes takes hours. 
Hedge fences are quite popular in European countries. 


F arm ers use large hedgerows to divide their property, and 
during World War II, these growths were the scenes of some 


of the fiercest fighting between the Allies and H erm ans 


Ticket fences are slowly loosing their popularity, although 
no calendar scene of a little cottage in the glen would be com 


plete without the white fence around it 
Tickets can he traced back through the ages when war 


rtors used sharpened poles, or pickets, to surround their 
garrisons Even today sharp pickets deter young boys from 


climbing over a fence and possibly ruining a flower garden 
Boys are naturally attracted to fences. They are to he 
climbed, jumped over or climbed on. And, fences usually 
mean gates and gates can he used to swing on 
Fences have played an important part in manx a novel 
especially those of the Old West when range wars were start 
cd over fences, hut few are as famous as the fence used by 
Mark T w ain s character Tom Sawyer 
Through trickery, 
Tom got several other boys to whitewash a huge fence, a

In modern times, the wall has m arked the line between 
farming and grazing areas along

border of 
agricultural China in the north and northwest 
American pioneers used stone walls and split rails for 
fences in the eastern section of the country while those in the 
west used sod or turf and sometimes rows of thorn bushes 
and cacti.

We are faced with it even day The Ohio Rivet which 
flows by our front door is a ( lassie example of polluted wa- 


ter The pollution problem has improved somewhat in the 
past IO years with Ihe installation of sewage treatment (a n i­ 
mes by river communities. 
Still, there is the ever present industrial pollution 
We, 
as individuals must have employment to survive and rear 
our families, and industry claims that it cannot compete on 
an equal bas's if it is forced to install complete treatment 
facilities. 


S O M E T IM E S this is just used as an excuse Even hough 
Industry as a whole could do much to improve the problem. 
a blanket accusation cannot be pointed at all Many indus­ 
tries go much farther than is necessary to meet the require 
ments of law in relation to pollution. Many support conserva­ 
tion projects, realizing thai clean water benefits all and not 
just a few 
Pollution is not just the dumping of sewage or industrial 
wastes. Much pollution is caused by the general public in 
its use of the facilities already available Trash, tin cans, 
garbage and other refuse is dumped along the shorelines of 
lakes and streams. This is pollution 
What yon or I discard may only seem like a very small 
amount, but added to what others throw away it quickly adds 
up Therefore money needed to acquire more land for recrea­ 
tional use must he expended to care for what is already pres- 
ent. 
Sometimes the use of private land is cut off bv the own­ 
ers because of misuse bv the public. A little care could have 
kepi (hrs® areas open 
For example in this area less than a year ago a section of 
the Reaver Creek shoreline had to be closed bv the owners 


because of th® misuse of a tow individuals Although ne proh 
fem was later resolved, other landowners, seeing what can 
happen, are reluctant to open their property to the public and 
possibly p**t involved iii any bad situations 
One program which ha- aided hunters is the cooperative 
hunting agreements being signed by 
landowners and the 
state Forms nl this are carried out in Ohio and I‘ennsyIv 
Varna and I believe in West Virginia 
Under this agreement, landowners who previously posted 
their land against hunting because it was being overrun dur­ 
ing hunting season, now allow a limited amount of hunters on 
the land at a time The state then posts the land and anyone 
caught hunting without a written permit is immediately pros 
edited 
This protects the landowner and at the -ame time 
provides more area tor hunting
